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Turning thodr.it Sod of tlio Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway. 



Upon the occasion of the turning of 
the first sod of Canadian Pacific Kail- 
way at Thunder Day, in the presence 
of a vast r/oncourse of ladies and gen- 
t ttemaii, Judge D. J). Van Norman, on 
gaining the platform prepared for tho 
speakers, spoke substantially as fol- 
lows:— "We have met here to-day for 
nl other purpose than to inaugurate 
the beginning of tho actual construc- 
tion of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
and while I am prone to confess my 
utter inability to do even a measure of 
justice to the occasion, I assure you 
no one in this crowd of person 1 see 
beforo me more fully appreciates the 
w magnitude of tho occasion than niv- 
• self. Why, what is the astounding 
fact? That with a population of not 
quite four millions of peoplo Canada 
has, through their representatives, de- 
termined to span this continent with a 
railway, so that an emigrant with his 
family seeking n new home in this new 
world, but still under the old flag, may 
with celerity, safety, and certainty ex- 
amine the country from Capo Breton 
io Nova Scotia to Vancouver Island in 
British Columbia, in tho meantime 
passing over a space as vast as the 
great ocean that divides and separates 
the old wOrld from the new. It has 
been deemed by our wise men best to 
begin this tremendous undertaking 
right here in the heart of the conti- 
nent, as the head of navigation, hav- 
iugfor its oliject first to utilize the 1,- 

* 800 miles of splendid water navigation 
and, bridging as it will the space of 
•100 miles more to tap tho Central Pro- 
vince of our Federation] to draw clos- 
er the bonds of commercial friend- 
*t ship and alliance, and also at tho same 
time to weld into ono homogeneous 
whole the disjointed fragments of al- 
most alien peoples. To my mind, no 
more marvellous exhibition of faith 
and pluck has ever been made by tho 
same number of people. In my time 
I have seen history ropeat itself on 
more than one occasion, and I verily 
believe it is about to do .so again in this 
vicinity, Just 50 years ago as a boy I 
saw the great man of tho day, Gov- 
ernor Clinton, of New York, and tho 
Marquis of Lafayette, of Franco, cele- 
brate the completion of tho Erio Canal 
at Buffalo by mingling the waters of 
the Hudson River with those of Lake 
Erie. I also witnessed the turning of 
the first sod of tho Illinois Central 
Ra lroal; these were the efforts of a 
people forming a na tion of over 20 
millions. Now what has been the re- 
sult of these acts'? I do not spoak of 
tho mere works of themselves, great 
as they undoubtedly are; but I speak 
of tho inauguration of a system of ar- 
tificial communication for commercial 
purposes. The village of Buffalo at 
tnat time contained a population less 
than Prince Arthur's Landing does 

* to-day. And what at the timo was 
called Chicago was no larger than 
that little aggregation of houses that 
goes by the name of Fort William. 
Tho breaking of bulk in tho cargoes 
going east and west from thoso two 

►has made those two cities at onoo, es- 
pecially Chicago, the wonder and ad- 
miration of tho wdiolo world. I say I 
verily believe that history is about to 
ropeat itsolf.- I give you my reasons: 
— I submit, all things being equal, 
like causes must and will produce like 
results. L-, it not a self-evident pro- 
position? Tlio answer to it. is found 
in the question itself. Now, what aio 

^the conditions you ask? 1 will try 
and furnish the answer. 

No ono will assume that it was the 
construction of canals and railroads 
alone that made the two cities men- 
tioned. But it was vast lields that 
lay west of Chicago that in time be- 
came tilled with an industrious popu- 
lation that required theso roads and 
panals to take their produco to market, 
and to bring them their dry goods and 
groceries in return. And as thoso 
lands tilled - up new homes further 
wost must be soiTgM, until tho Rocky 
Mountains were reached, and tho area 

*q\ available agricultural lands for 
whoat-growing purposes wore found 
to bo very nearly exhausted. Out ol 
that vast tract of land lying between 
tho Missouri River and the Rooky 

^Mountains are to bo taken immense 
tracts that can only bo counted u sort 
of half desert, producing 'bunch gross' 
in the spring; not oven that during the 
summer, . parched with high winds 

ydrat for weeks and months permit no 
Jain to fall and vegotation simply 
ceases to bo. Now, will auy perwon 



say that wo have anything within our 
western borders that represents a stale 
of things equivalent to that? Nothing 
but unbounded fertility, with poron- 
nial grasses, never failing showers 
from tho Rod River hero at Fort Gar- 
ry to the very foot of tho Rocky Moun- 
tains. Aye, and more than that— well 
up tho eastern slopo of thoso mount- 
ains may bo found an abundance of 
coal, also largo tracts of most valuable 
lands for agricultural purposes. Thus 
it will bo seen that it proposes to carry 
tho road through ono of the most 
fertile bolts of country in tho world. 
At any rate, the routo crosses no alka- 
line plains; it spans no inhospitable 
waste; it pierces no arid, scorched , and 
burned up vastnessjbut it does traverse 
a country atoneo beautiful an inviting, 
always rich in minerals or fertility, and 
large enough to carve out a half dozen 
such States as Illinois and Wisconsin 
— their equal in acreage, and more 
than thoir equal in productiveness.' I 
spoak only of the near future. I re- 
fer only to the immediate future when 
tho productions of this tine country 
shall exceed its requirements, 'when 
tho surplus grains will be sent forward 
to pay for its dry -goods and groceries, 
in order to prove my proposition; for 
at this point, where cargoes are chang- 
ed from ship to car, and from car to 
ship, will and must bo reproduced 
those marvels of centralization of men 
and money that are in themselves tho 
creators of cities. It was that process 
of concentration and redistribution 
that has mado all tho largo cities that 
fringe the coast line of theso vast lakes, 
and it certainlj- would be an uuheard- 
of thing if tho mimo causes up here, 
upon the superior of them all, should 
in this solitary iustanco fail to produce 
tho like results. I ask again, is it not 
a self-evident proposition ? But, gen- 
tlemen, there are features in connec- 
tion with this undertaking that time 
does not permit me to more than 
touch upon. I will merely add that 
with an easy and rapid mode of 
transport and communication the suc- 
cessful federation of these Provinces 
is possible; but without it our bond 
of union (tho Confederation Act) is a 
rope of sand. Our own great breadth 
of territory, instead of being a source 
of strength, would he a source of fatal 
weakness. We should fall to ' pieces 
of our ovyu weight- --in which event, 
by action of tho laws of gravitation, 
we would possibly fall into the arms 
of our neighbours. I need not en- 
large here. But with this beginning 
an accomplished fact wo tako a now 
departure in our national existence, 
the future of which, so far as human 
vision can pierce, is bright with pro- 
mise and radiant with hopo.

The Professor Critic 



Nearly everyone liud laughed over 
the story of the Euglishmau who, go- 
ing abroad for the first time in hia 
life, returned Calais ono brigbt morn- 
ing, book and pencil in band, pre- 
pared to take notes of the inhabitants 
and the country. The first person he 
met on tho wharf was a beautiful lady 
who rejoiced in the possession of a 
gorgeous crop of auburn hair. The 
Englishman immediately wroto in his 
book the following: 

Mem.— The ladies of Franco ore all very 
beautiful. 

P. S.— They all have red hair. 
We have just risen from the perusal 
of a letter written at Yale in this Pro- 
vince and published by the London 
(Canada) "Advertiser." The writer 
of tho letter is said to bo Professor 
McCouiiy the botanist and naturalist 
who accompanies Professor Selwyn 
to secure articles for tho Centennial 
Exhibition. During tho fovr days 
that be passed at Victoria tho Pro- 
fessor was supposed to occupy his 
time in searching for bugs and flow- 
ers; but ho aeetns to have had leisure 
to use his note-book and pencil some- 
what after tho manner of tho gentle- 
man who visited Prance. The 
observations of the Professor 
with respect to farming may- 
be correct. The system of farming in 
this Province may bo wrong; and per- 
haps, the Professor may be able to set 
. tho farmers on the right road; but we 
have noticed that whilo it is nn easy 
matter to find fault, with what people 
do the severest critics are sometimes 
themselves the greatest bunglers if 
set to the task themselves. When 
tho late American war broke out it was 
at first tho fashion of Mr. Lincoln 
to appoint to the command of the arm- 
ies officers who had written works on 
military tactics. Invariably it was 
discovered that tho best authorities 
on military matters—men who never 
tired of telling others what to do and 
how to do it—were most lament- 
able failures when they came to carry 
their ideas into practice ; and if Mr. Lincoln 
had continued to appoint critics to 
the command it is not improbable 
that tho war would have continued to 
this day. Hut while we are willing to 
concede that the professor may be 
well informed as to farming, we are 
not willing to admit that he is as well 
informed with respect to the state of 
society and politics as he professes to 
he. He speaks of the "chief occupa- 
tion of polite society in Victoria',' being 
to "rail at the Governments," and of 
"industry, except in a Chinaman, be- 
ing looked upon with contempt." It 
would not be difficult to indicate tho 
"polito society" in which tho writer 
gathered his ideas, lie need not 
have come to Victoria to find it. , If 
he had looked a little nearer home he 
might have found it in the nearest ale- 
house. When applied to a Pruvinco 
like British Columbia, where delicate 
women, bred in tho lap of luxury and 
unaccustomed to toil of any de- 
scription, uncomplainingly perform 
their own housework, and men with 
college educations are found working 
as teamsters, axemen and packers, the 
assertion that industry is regarded 
with "contempt," is little less than a 
libel upon our people. In no country 
on the face of tho earth is thero a 
more industrious population, tak- 
en as a whole, than can bo found 
here. Exceptions there are, of course; 
but exceptions exist everywhere. Un- 
fchrift and poverty go hand in hand in 
every part of tho world, Canada not 
excepted. The writer bus only to 
look aboiu upon tho improvements 
that have been made in tho districts 
adjacent to Victoria, tho land that has 
been cleared of the heaviest descrip- 
tion of timber, drained and redeemed, 
the comfortable farm buildings that 
dot the country everywhere, tho hor- 
ny-handed men, the sunburned wo- 
men and children, to lie convinced of 
the fact that "industrious habits in 
each bosom reign." Having thrpwn 
tho reader oil' his guard with tho re- 
mark that "not bomg a politician I 
have nothing to say on that score," he 
proceeds at olco to compare Mr. Mac- 
kenzie to Jupiter and to describe the 
"harpies at Victoria" as men who 
think they should be "bought oil by a 
grant from the Government chest." 
It was scarcely necessary for Mr. Mc- 
Coun to tell tho country he knows no- 
thing about politics. His ignorance 
is as palpablo as his presumption in 
dealing with a subject of which ho ac- 
knowledges ho knows nothing. Had 
ho been well informed as to tho state 
of public feeling hero ho would have 
found that tho demands made upon 
Canada's "cash" aro very reusonablo 
when compared with the "cash" that 
Canada promised British Columbia 
under the bond of Union. Canada 
offered to build a Railroad from ocean to 
oucan in ten years. Columbia did not 
"auk" hor to assume that responsibili- 
ty; and when it was found that the Bolf- 



imposod obligation boro too heavily 
on tho finances of the Dominion 
Columbia consonted to extend tho 
time to nineteen years and make 
other valuable concessions which are 
worth millions to Canada at this time. 
Tho writer further assumes, when ho 
hears a group of men talking about 
the necessity of railway construction 
that they "aim at nothing but the ag- 
grandizement of self." Has it not oc- 
curred to the Professor that these men 
may be actuated by a desire to see tVe 
Dominion become great and prosper- 
ous; that in urging the spanning of the 
continent with an iron band they may 
bo thinking more of the prosperity and 
grandeur of their common country 
than of their own aggrandizement ? 
On the first page of to-day's issuo will 
be found a speech of Judge Van Nor- 
man on tho occasion of turning tin: 
first sod of tho Canada Pacific Rail- 
Way. In that speech tho judgo makes 
use of theso significant words : 

"With an easy and rapid mode of trans- 
port and communication tho successful 
federation of theso Provinces is possible; 
but without it our bond of union (tho 
Confederation Act) is a ropo of Band. 
Our own great breadth of territory, in 
stead of being a source of strength, would 
bo asourco of fatal wojkncss. Wu should 
full to pioces of our own weight— in 
which event, by action of the laws of 
gravitation, wo would possibly fall into 
tho arms of our neighbours." 

Could tho most persistent Victoria 
"harpy" say more V Could the senti- 
ments of tho people of British Colum- 
bia regarding tho great national work 
be more concisely expressed? "With- 
out the Railway the bond of Union is 
a rope of sand." Is not Judge Van 
Norman open lo a charge of aiming at 
nothing but the "aggrandizement of 
solf ?" Tho Professor sneers at Col- 
umbians because they import Hour, 
etc., for local consumption, and tells 
of his having eaten imported mutton 
at Yale. Had ho made inquiries he 
would have discovered that farmers of 
the interior raise live stock, flour, etc., 
in abundance, and yet aro unable to 
got them to a market. Shall we tell 
him w hy ? It io because the Do- 
minion has not rendered trans- 
portation from the interior to 
the seaboard possible by the 
commencement of the railway works 
promised under Confederation; and! 
that uutil those works shall have been | 
commenced Victoria "harpies" as well ; 
as faultfinding Professors will be fore- | 
ed to eat imported articles. Is it any I 
wonder, with this deplorable state of 
things staring them in tho face, that 
British Columbians cry loudly for the 
prosecution of the railway at the risk 
of being told that, they "aim at 
nothing but the aggrandizement of 
self?" Nut long ago we took occasion 
to condemn the insulting tone and 
ignorant assumption of certain of the 
Government organs in tho Province 
in discussing the relations of Canada 
and British Columbia. We regret to 
know that a gentleman of Mr. Me- 
Couu's attainments as a scientist has 
seen fit to follow the bad example set 
by the local press, and taken up the 
cudgels in behalf of the Dominion 
Government. Articles and letters of 
the character we have referred to keep 
alive a spirit of hostility between 
the two sections and delay the arrival 
at a pei fact understanding so earnest- 
ly wished by the moderate men of 
all parties. We strongly recom- 
mend the Local Government pa- 
pers to pursue a policy of conciliation ; 
and advise Piof. McCoun to desert the 
field of politics and stick closely to the 
pursuit of bugs and botanical curiosi- 
ties. As a political economist ho is u 
failure. As a naturalist, he may 
achieve greatness.

Austria, and Germany 

A reply to tho pamphlot of tho 
Archduke John Salvator, on Austrian 
armaments, having recently been pub- 
lished at Leipsic, a writer in tlio 'Mili- 
tary Gazotto' of Vienna, who is said 
to bo tho Archduke himself, criticises 
the reply in an article which is oven 
moro hostile to Germany than the 
original pamphlet. "Tho Berlin 
Government," says tho writer, "is 
constantly suggesting to Austria that 
sho should ally herself with Germany 
against Russia. An Austro-German 
alliance is represented as a necessity 
for both powers, but Germany is not 
at all necessary to Austria, for Aus- 
tria existed before the present German 
Empire was formed, and the necessity 
of that Empire being maintained is less 
apparent to Austria, inasmuch as it 
arose in 'consequence of her defeats. 
As to the Germans, Austria is only 
necessary to them so long as her neu- 
trality or assistance will bo required 
for their wars with Russia and France. 
After that Austria will be useless to 
the Germans, and nothing will pre- 
vent them from attaekiug their old 
ally, and robbing him of his richest 
provinces. The saying that " if Aus- 
tria did not exist, it would havo to be 
created" will not deceive anyone, for 
Turkey also was once regarded as ne- 
cossary to Europe, and now all agreo 
that this is no longer the case. . . . 
To state, as an argument in favor of 
our entering into a German alliance, 
that many remarkable political triumphs 
have resulted from the friendly un- 
derstanding between Austria and Ger- 
many is a mere. mockery ; thero have 
been political triumphs, but not for 
us, and the chief result of the under- 
standing is that Germany is dragging 
Austria about iu leading strings. Such, 
indeed, is the avowed aim of German poli- 
ticians; Austria is oxpootod faithfully to 
support Gormany in all matters Lending 
to tho recognition of Gorman preponder- 
ance in Europe. . . They 
rely on tho assistance of 8,000,000 Ger- 
mans iu Austria, whoso material and men 
tal preponderance, thoy siy, ovor tho 
other nationalities in Austria will always 
incline tho Government to pursue a poli- 
cy friendly to Gormany. Such an Aus- 
tria doing service to Germany in all 
things, and dragooned by a single poli- 
tical party would, doubtless, bo much 
dosired by tho Germans. . . . and 
they do their utmost to create it by 
spreading Prussian ideas among tho Aus- 
trian youth in the schools." Tho true 
policy of Austria, however, (concludes 
tho writer) i? not to allow herself to bo 
tempted to her ruin by joining in tho ap- 
gressivo projects of Gormany, but to 
maintain a purely defensive attitude. 
"Austria requires peaoo in order to ro- 
storo her material prosperity and recon- 
cile tho differences between her national- 
ities; and her army knows well that somo 
years must elapse before it can bo equal 
to thoso of Austria's neighbors, and bo 
capable of fulfilling its mission as tho 
shield and sword of the monarchy."

Customs 



Department Re- 
forms 



Thero is no department of tho Gov- 
ernment needing greater vigilance, or 
more liable to the growth of abuses if 
that vigilance bo not exercised, than 
the one charged with tho collection. of 
tho revenue derived from Customs' 
duties. Since the present Adminis- 
tration camo into power tho wdiolo re- 
gulations of the Customs service have 
been revised, and a set of instructions 
has been compiled and issued which 
if strictly enforced, will be likely to 
secure greatly increased efficiency on 
tho part of the several classes of offi- 
cials. 

Officers of Customs aro warned 
against the receipt of any fee or gra- 
tuity for any service thoy may perform 
other than their ordinary stipends; 
against entering into any business on 
their own account; against^ borrowing 
money from persons having business 
to transact with the Custom House; 
against being absent without special 
leave; and against incivility, indul- 
gence in intoxicating drinks, and tho 
use of profane language. Tho arrest 
of an officer for debt, his ^insolvency, 
or tlio insolvency or death of any one 
of his sureties, is to be at onco re- 
ported to tho Commissioner. Punc- 
tuality in attendance at business is 
to be insisted upon. No officer of 
Customs is to hold any corporate of- 
fice, or to interfere in political ques- 
tions, either local or general. In ad- 
dition to tho foregoing general rules, 
the duties of tho several officials are 
respectively set forth, and Regulations 
are laid down in regard to seizures, 
warehousing, aud other matter.; inci- 
dental to tho service. 

Active measures havo boon taken to 
correct abuses in the examination and 
appraisement of imports. Complaints 
that certain descriptions of foreign 
manufactures wero undervalued wero 
formerly very frequent, and this is now 
as far as possible provided against. 
More- complete returns of imports and 
exports have been secured; the super- 
annuation of old and incompetent 
officers has been effected in many 
cases where the public iutorest de- 
manded it; an 1 a very strict examina- 
tion of tho books and papers at the 
various ports of oatry has boon insti- 
tuted. 

Among other improvements in the 
working details of tho service aro — 
new regulations for testing petroleum 
oils; for slaughtering hogs in bond, 
involving the removal of some objec- 
tionable conditions; for establishing 
bonded warehouses on a better prin- 
ciple, giving thereby increased facili- 
ties to importers; and for the removal 
of goods to and from warehouses for 
other ports in Canada, and tfioso for 
export. The department 1ms also been 
rooently engaged iu negotiations with 
the United States respecting tho vio- 
lation of tho spirit of the Treaty of 
Washington involved in tho imposj- 
tion of a duty on Canadian ii si i cans; 
t.ho admission of British Columbia to 
tho benefits derived from tho opera- 
tion of that Treaty, and tho removal 
of unnecessary restrictions in connec- 
tion with tue transport of goods 
through Lho United States. — "Globe,"

Euglisll Mail. 

Colonel Valentino Bakor, of lho 
10th Hussars, has been charged be- 
fore Colonel Boss, nt Guildford, with 
assault. Colonel Baker has been ar- 
rested by Deputy Chief Constable 
Barker in a first-class carriage on tho 
South-Westorn railway. Miss Kate 
Dickinson, described as a lady of very 
prepossessing appearance, said she 
lived at DunforJ, Midhurst, Sussex. 
On lho previous day sho was a passen- 
ger by tho throe o'clock train from 
Midhurst to Potersfiod. At Liphook 
station the defendant got into the 
com I art: i. ;i! and sat opposite to her. 
Ho talked, uud they had some general 
conversation about the theatres, the 
Academy, and the beauties of tho 
country, On leaving Working station 
ho suddenly shut up the window and 
asked her for her name, which she re- 
fused to give. Ho then came and sat 
beside her, still entreating her to give 
him her name, and asking permission 
to write to her. Sho turned her head 
away, and pushed him off, saying, "I 
won't have you so near." Then bo 
put his arm round her waist, and kiss- 
ed her several times. Sho went to 
the bell to warn the guard, but found 
it was broken. Then ho violently 
forced her back into tho corner, sank 
down close in front of her, and vio- 
lently kissed her again. She made no 
effort to leave the carriage until she 
found his hand underneath her dross, 
when -she pulled down the window and 
screamed violently, and, twisting 
round the handle, got out, backwards. 
She kept hold of the outride handle 
of tho open door with her left hand, 
and craBped bis arm with the right, 
aud in this way she stood outside the 
door on the lower htep until tho train 
stopped. He then said to her in a 
low voice, "Don't say anything. You 
do not know what trouble you would 
get mo into. Say you aro frighten- 
ed." When t 1 . train stopped, tho 
guard and others camo to her assis- 
tance, and she was lifted off, The de- 
fendant was removed, and sho pro- 
ceeded on her jouruoy to Waterloo 
accompanied by a clergyman. Sho 
travelled for a distance of live miles 
on the step of the carriage. Sho came 
from Midhurst to Petersfield nlone. 
Her two sisters and servant came to 
Midhurst Station with her. This was 
all the evidence that was offered, aud 
the defendant was remanded, Bail 
iu JJ5U0 was put in and accepted, Mr. 
B. E. Geach, solicitor, offering him- 
self as security for £250. 

The completion by Archbishop Mac- 
Hale of 50 years of episcopal rule was 
celebrated in Dublin by a religious 
service and by the presentation of 
numerous addresses, including a very 
fervid one from tho Homo Rule League. 
A statue of tho Archbishop was un- 
veiled on Wednesday, on which occa- 
sion Mr. Sullivan delivered an ani- 
mated address, in which he dwelt up- 
on Dr. MacHale'a efforts to defend 
Irish Nationality from tho oppression 
of the British Parliament. 

A pleasure boat was upset on Wed- 
nesday at Heine Bay. and Captain H. 
O. Hill, late of tho Ltoyal Artillery, 
his wife, sister, and child wero drown- 
ed. 

Admiral Rous unburdens himgelf 
on cock-fighting in a letter to the 
"Times." Ue maintains, first, that 
cocking is not moro craol than pigeon 
shooting, but then it lacks tho support 
of the upper classes. Again, it is uot 
so cruel as live-bait Ashing; but then 
it is not so popular. Ho exclaims 
that a man who is accessory - to the 
slaughter of youth in tho shape of 
veal, lamb, and spring chickens, has 
no right to prevent game cocks friin 
being trained for the career of love 
and war to which they are so well 
adapted by Nature. "Is it a greater 
boon for a young cock," asks the Ad- 
miral, "to be well fed and reared to 
light a battle, if victorious to bo pet- 
tod for tho remainder of his life, with 
half a-dozen little hens for his comfort, 
or to cut his throat early in life to 
satisfy the appetite of a carnivorous 
man!" It appears to tho Admiral 
that the objection to cock lighting is 
not only sentimental but snobbish, it 
strikes at the poor man's sport, while 
the rich man is allowed to wound 
birds in battues, to shoot pigeons, to 
cut the throat of a young cook, or al- 
low tho young cock to cut bis own 
throat, for tho Admiral's English is 
ambiguous. He brings forward a va- 
riety of ancient instances to defend, a 
pastime which delights thousands of 
honest men, who love first-rate pluck 
and courage. And w inds up by nar- 
rating his own exploits in the pastime 
under notice. 

Tho "Tauos" offers no remarks on 
the Admiral's letter. But is is con- 
demned by some of the - ladio>. Tho 
"Pall Mall Gazette" says: — "Cock- 
fighting is a cruel sport. Admiral 
Bous' eloquence is wasted. Cook- 
lighting is not destined to be revived. 
A weak and luxurious era has succeed- 
ed to that which Admiral Bous re- 
grets."

To Buy Him OiT. 

General Grant has been often ac- 
cused of saying too little, but in his 
famous no-third-term letter to the 
Pennsylvania Republican Convention 
ho used an unfortunate expression 
contained in tho following extract: 

"Tho position vacated I liked. It would 
havo been most agreeablo to mo to havo 
retained it until such time as Congress 
might havo consented to my retirement, 
with tho rank and a portion of tho emol- 
uments whioh I so much neoded." 

A loltor to the "Sun," signed "Ma- 
ny Subscribers," makes 'a littlo fun 
from tho mention of the "emolu- 
ments." It is pointed out that "alary 
and known presents must have made 
Grant worth at least half a million 
dollars, but still ho wants moro mo- 
ney. Desiring, thou, to be President 
again on account of tho money in it,, 
he might inaugurate a fareign war or 
a civil disturbance iu order to create 
tho "circumstances" which alone 
could prevail upon him to think of 
standing for re-election. That, the 
comic letter suggests, might cost the 
nation hundreds of millions, hence this 
proposition : 

"To avoid this, to maintain poaco and 
save money by presenting to Grant a 
most agreeable and satisfactory amount 
of emoluments, with whioh he may bo 
content to retiro from publio life; in a 
word, to buy him off, wo propose a great 
national contribution. Lot tho people 
give frenjy according to their means. 
Companies owning uoveralrailroads might 
give him one; other companies might 
each give him a steamship, a gold niino, 
silver mine, coal mine, oil well, distil- 
lery, brewery or shares in tho same. In- 
dividuals, alone or combined, can give 
him money, lands, houses, jewellery, 
diamonds, plate, watches, paintings, 
statuary and other valuables. Farmers can 
contribute horses, mules, cattle, sheep, 
goats, hogs, dogs, grain, Hour, pork, beef, 
butter, eggs. oordwood, and all products 
that will sell'or bo useful to a largo and 
growing family. Grocers can send tea, 
coffee, sugar, fish, cigars, wines, liquors. 
Manufacturers and merchants oan give 
cloths, carpets, clothing, dresses, pianos, 
carriages, furniture, and anything that 
will bo handy to havo about tho house." 

"Cleopatra's Needle." 

Major Gen. James Edward Alexan- 
der writes to tho London "Times:" "I 
have only just read in a letter from 
your correspondent in Egypt a para- 
graph to tho effect that a gentleman 
had arrived in Alexandria with the 
intention of transporting to England 
the prostrate obelisk presented to the 
English by Mahomed Ali Pasha in 
1820, and your correspondent ndds 
that tho exjionse of transport will be 
borne by this gentleman's private 
purse. As I am the gentleman referr- 
ed to, I should bo glad if you would 
allow me to correct an error into 
which your correspondent has unwit- 
tingly fallen. It is true that I have 
been to Alexandria at my own charges 
to consider tho feasibility' of transport- 
ing the obelisk in question to Eng- 
land, and I am glad to say that I 
found the monument with its hiero- 
glyphic superscription, in perfect pre- 
servation, and its transport a matter of 
comparatively small difficulty aud ex- 
pense. Skilled engineers havo united 
in reporting that tho obelisk can be 
oonveyed to England aud orected on tho 
lirm sito already allotted to it by tho 
Metropolitan Board of Works on the 
Thames Embankment, at the cost of ten 
thousand pounds, just an eighth part of 
ther sum expended by tho French Gov- 
ernment in tho transport and erection of 
the obelisk now standing in tho Place de 
la Concordo at Paris. But the further 
statement that I am prepared to bear the 
expense of transport is erroneous. While 
I have already given ranch time and 
trouble to tho facilitating tho removal of 
tins boutiful monument, and am fully 
prepared to devote much moro of my 
time to tho accomplishment of this ob- 
ject, I am not prepared to bear tho ex- 
ponso of it. Nor do 1 think that any pri- 
vate person, however rich, should bo al- 
lowed to undertake what seems to mo a 
national duty. The obelisk was present- 
ed to tho nation as an acknowledgment 
of tho valuablo services rendered to 
Egypt in tho beginning of tho century. 
It is a work of art of a unique charaoter, 
and its transport will, I trust, le tho sub- 
ject of a Parliamentary grant."
